Folk fest bans 
headdresses 


ABORIGINAL ISSUES 

Edmonton event 
follows lead of 
other festivals 
across country

The Edmonton Folk Music Festival 
has joined several others across 
Canada by prohibiting attendees 
from wearing what some say has 
become a disrespectful hipster 
fashion craze — the indigenous 
headdress. 

The organizers are following in 
the footsteps of events such as the 
Winnipeg Folk Music Festival and 
Montreal’s Osheaga Music Festival. 

The decision is a welcome one, 
said Aaron Paquette, a Metis artist 
and entrepreneur in Edmonton. 

“It’s in poor taste,” he said of 
people wearing headdresses for 
non-ceremonial purposes. 

“It would be the equivalent if 


someone were to throw some¬ 
thing on, wearing a whole bunch 
of militaiy medals. Obviously it 
would be disrespectful. It’s some¬ 
thing we just don’t do.” 

Officials with Sonic Boom 
weren’t available for comment, 
while organizers of Interstellar 
Rodeo said they don’t plan to ban 
headdresses. 

Terry Wickham, producer of 
the Edmonton Folk Music Festival, 
said headdresses have to be worn 
“by the right people for ceremon¬ 
ial occasions.” Anyone who shows 
up at the festival with a headdress 
will have it confiscated by secur¬ 
ity, he said. 

Paquette said the ornate head- 
piece is typically worn by chiefs 
in ceremonial events, with each 
feather representing a great ac¬ 
complishment. 

Why do people want to wear it? 
Ignorance, Paquette said. To some, 
“it’s cute, it’s cool, sexy,” he said. 

“I really believe people don’t 
have ill will; they just don’t 
know.”

Document-shredding 
can continue in Alberta 

Shredding of documents 
can resume in most Alberta 
government departments 
after a review found proper 
policies are in place. 

Premier Rachel Notley 
called an immediate halt 
to shredding in all depart¬ 
ments in May because of re¬ 
ports that documents were 
being illegally destroyed 
during the transition to 
power. 

But a memo recently sent 
to government staff says a 
review found that depart¬ 
ments were using sound 
practices and shredding 
could be resumed.

Premier not worried about 
Iran deal's effect on oil 

Premier Rachel Notley 
downplayed concerns 
Tuesday that a lifting of 
Iranian sanctions would 
harm the province's energy 
sector, though experts 
warned the Islamic repub¬ 
lic's nuclear agreement 
could result in an increase 
in global oil supply, thereby 
pushing back any recovery. 

Notley said it's possible 
the lifting of sanctions for 
Iran could have "a bit of a 
suppressing effect on oil 
prices for a period of time." 

"Like many Alber¬ 
tans, we talk about oil 
prices much like we talk 
about weather. And in 
both cases, we're used 
to change," she said in a 
teleconference call from 
Quebec City, where she 
met earlier with Premier 
Philippe Couillard.

Residents say 
cost, deadline 
is unfair and 
'unrealistic’

Residents at a downtown con¬ 
dominium are being forced to 
pay a massive bill, with each 
expected to cover about $45,000 
of $2.3 million in repairs for a 
crumbling roof, parlcade and 
foundation. 


Owners at Oliver Gardens, a 
four-storey walkup at 101 Av¬ 
enue and 117 Street, received a 
special assessment notice last 
week requiring payment to re¬ 
pair the 35-year-old building. 

It’s a cost — and deadline — 
some owners say is unfair. 

“It’s unrealistic,” said Ashley 
Conforti, who has owned a unit 
in the building with her husband 
for four years. “It’s frightening 
to throw ourselves $50,000 extra 
into debt. I was planning on go¬ 
ing back to college, now I can’t. 
It’s upsetting for everyone.” 

Conforti said she didn’t know 
the extent of the repairs needed 
when she bought their unit, and 
that the condo board’s meeting 


minutes detailing the eventual 
need for repairs were misplaced 
around that time. 

Oliver Gardens is managed 
by Pinnacle Realty and Manage¬ 
ment. Owner Rick Murti said 
they recommended loan options 
to the condo board, but the de¬ 
cision ultimately lays with the 
board. 

The renovations should come 
as no surprise, Wade Engineer¬ 


ing president Allan King said. 
His business is currently work¬ 
ing on repairs at Oliver Gardens, 
and he said efforts were made to 
minimize costs. Owners would 
have known about the eventual 
repairs had they read condo min¬ 
utes from the past five years and 
gotten a pre-purchase inspec¬ 
tion, he said. 

These are small steps Conforti 
said could save other condo buy¬ 


ers a lot of headache. 

“I always try to think, ‘Where 
did I go wrong?”’ she said. 
“That’s the hard part, coping 
with the fact that we bought 
something that’s in need of so 
many repairs. 

“This is a big setback for us 
— we will be here longer than 
we were hoping.”

Ice District named 
without city input

Though Ice District is re-brand- 
ing a large and critical part 
of downtown Edmonton, the 
divisive name didn’t include 
input from the city and thus 
bears no official designation 
as a district. 

When naming any munici¬ 


pal space — including, as per 
city bylaw, “development areas, 
parks, municipal facilities (and) 
roads” — developers seek ap¬ 
proval from a city’s Naming 
Committee. 

Developers submit names 
through the Sustainable De¬ 
velopment Department, and 
the committee consults the 
applicant, civic departments, 
homeowner associations and 
community leagues before ap¬ 
proving a name. 

But because Ice District is pri¬ 
vately owned, it didn’t need to 
undergo that approval process. 

City spokeswoman Jodi Taub¬ 
er confirmed that despite the 
public nature of the area, the 
city has no hand in its brand. 


“It’s all private land they are 
giving public easement for,” 
she said, adding that there are 
some public elements. 

Rogers Place, the community 
rink, the MacEwan LRT station 
and the unnamed Edmonton 
civic office tower are all public 
components surrounded by the 
private development. 

“The naming committee 
looks after all public build¬ 
ings and public squares,” Taub¬ 
er said. 

“But developers have the 
right to name and market 
private developments as they 
see fit.” 

As a result, the area of the 
city Ice District is in is still of¬ 
ficially called downtown Ed¬ 


monton, and the zoning of the 
space is officially the “arena 
and entertainment district.” 

“When we refer to it from a 
zoning perspective we will use 
that name,” Tauber said. “But 
when we refer to it as a private 
development, we would call it 
Ice District.” 

A former member of the 
Naming Committee, who spoke 
to Metro anonymously, con¬ 
firmed the naming process 
for public areas and that Ice 
District likely wouldn’t have 
become official had it applied. 

“This one would not have 
passed the Naming Commit¬ 
tee,” the person said. “I would 
bet on that.”

But while 
Edmonton now has a public-transit link to the airport, Metro reporter Stephanie Dubois discovered that while 
convenient, the service's frequency compares poorly with other cities.

Q COMPARISON 

How does Edmonton's 
747 service compare? 

Edmonton's 747 pub¬ 
lic transit service to the 
airport is reasonably fast 
and pleasant. But how 
does it stack up when it 
comes to frequency? 

Toronto: You'll wait no 
longer than about seven 
minutes for a bus from 
the subway's Kipling 
Station during the bulk 
of the day. 

Service: 5:30 a.m.- 
2 a.m., Monday-Satur- 
day. 

Vancouver: Built for the 
2010 Winter Olympics, 
the Canada Line LRT to 
the airport has an aver¬ 
age frequency of about 
seven minutes, which 
goes up to a max of 
about 20 minutes. 

Calgary: Route 300 
from the airport to the 
city core has a fre¬ 
quency of about seven 
minutes during various 
points of the day. 

Edmonton: Service runs 
from 4:10 a.m. (from 
Century Park LRT sta¬ 
tion; if you need to take 
LRT there, however, 
you'll have to wait after 
5 a.m. for trains to roll) 
to 12:30 a.m. every day. 
Frequency: 30 minutes 
during peak, 60 minutes 
off peak.

When it opens next year, Ed¬ 
monton’s grand new rink will 
be joined by an essential tree, 
a skater’s arch and figures in 
motion. 

The Edmonton Arts Council 
revealed three winning submis¬ 
sions for public art around Rog¬ 
ers Place Tuesday The largest 
budget, at $500,000, went to a 
Berlin-based artist for a project 
called Essential Tree. 

Meanwhile, the $300,000 na¬ 
tional call was won by a Saslca- 
toon-based artists for Skater’s 
Arch and the local call, budgeted 
at $100,000, was won by artist A1 
Henderson for his piece Figures 
In Motion. Different selection 
committees chose all three pieces 
from more than 200 responses. 


But Katherine Kerr, the council’s 
public art director, said they were 
working with a common theme. 

“We were looking at pieces 
that could tell a story, pieces 
that have longevity, pieces that 
were bold.” 

Paul Moulton, the council’s 
executive director, said the com¬ 
petition helped Edmonton gamer 
more international attention. 

“Edmonton has been a well 
kept secret that is suddenly be¬ 
coming not so secret,” he said. 

The city has a policy that de¬ 
votes one per cent of any pro¬ 
ject’s budget to public art. Mo¬ 
ulton said public art is in a bit 
of a renaissance. 

“Every major city has figured 
out that this is an important 
part of defining your character 
and so we’re just catching that 
wave,” he said. 

Rick Daviss, the city’s point 
person on the arena project, said 
he is really happy with fire coun- 
cil’s choices. 

Essential Tree is a 14.5 metre 
tall sculpture and Daviss said that 
will make bringing it in difficult, 
but he is sure they can find a way 
to make it work. 

“It will certainly be a challenge 
bringing it in there to locate it.”

Appropriating 
headdress not 
sign of respect, 
critics explain 

Fans and artists attending 
three summer music festivals 
in Montreal can no longer wear 
First Nations headdresses as 
fashion accessories. 

The July 31 to Aug. 3 Osheaga 
Arts & Music festival, Heavy 
Montreal Festival and IleSo- 
niq festival have all banned 
the headdresses out of respect 
for First Nations people and 
culture. 

The Osheaga Arts & Music 
festival announced the ban in 
a Faceboolc post, saying: “The 
First Nations Headdresses have 
a spiritual and cultural mean¬ 
ing in the native communities, 
and to respect and honour their 
people, Osheaga asks fans and 
artists attending the festival to 
not use this symbol as a fashion 
accessory.” 

The post featured a photo 
of a blond woman wearing a 
headdress with a red line and 
circle on it. 


The Aug. 7-9 Heavy Montreal 
festival issued a similar ban 
on its Faceboolc page, as did 
the Aug. 14-15 IleSoniq music 
festival. 

The move to ban headdress¬ 
es as fashion accessories has 
sparked strong social-media 
support. 


There was a firestorm of 
protest on social media after 
a woman was photographed 
wearing an indigenous head¬ 
dress at the Winnipeg Folk Fes¬ 
tival earlier this month. 

“I was taught that headdress¬ 
es are sacred, earned and worn 
for ceremony,” tweeted First 


Nations member Dene Sinclair 
of Winnipeg. 

“There’s lots of ways you can 
honour a culture without taking 
a sacred object of theirs,” Sin¬ 
clair said in a phone interview. 

Different symbols have differ¬ 
ent meanings in different First 
Nations communities, she said.

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Canada inks pact with Ukraine

Economic ties 
part of effort 
to strengthen 
country: PM 

Canada has reached a trade 
agreement with Ukraine 
that Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper says will help Ukraine 
build its economy and es¬ 
tablish greater ties with the 
West. 

The deal, which needs par¬ 
liamentary approval, would 
eventually see a near-elim- 
ination of duties on goods 
coming into Canada from 
Ukraine. 

It comes as the government 
of Ukrainian President Petro 
Poroshenlco grapples with a 
populist move to water down 
economic changes demanded 
by the International Monet¬ 
ary Fund. 

Harper announced the free 
trade agreement as he met 
Tuesday with Ukraine’s prime 
minister, Arseniy Yatsenyulc, 
making clear that the deal 
was not just about creating 
jobs, but also a signal of Can¬ 


ada’s continued commitment 
to aid Ukraine in its fight 
against Russian-backed ag¬ 
gression in eastern Ukraine. 

“This is increasing econom¬ 
ic opportunity for Canadians 
and Ukrainians,” Harper said 
as he stood alongside Yat- 
senyulc in a dimly lit, dark¬ 
ened room at a government 
conference centre that over¬ 
looks picturesque Meech Lake 
in Chelsea, Que. 

“It’s also, I think, a step 
towards helping Ukrainians 
realize the future that they 
want,” Harper added. 

Once in force, the agree¬ 
ment would eliminate 99.9 
per cent of tariffs on current 
imports from Ukraine into 
Canada, and 86 per cent of 
Ukrainian tariffs on Canadian 
products including all tariffs 
on industrial goods, forestry 
and wood products, fish and 
seafood products. 

Canadian pork producers 
would continue to face trade 
barriers but others, including 
grains and oil seeds exporters 
and beef producers, would 
gain unhindered access to 
Ukraine’s market.

Historic 
nuke deal 
cheered 

Drivers honked their horns and 
dozens of Iranians cheered in 
a main square of the capital 
Tehran on Tuesday, welcom¬ 
ing their country’s landmark 
nuclear deal with world pow¬ 
ers, which they hope will mean 
an end to isolation and sanc¬ 
tions that have crippled the 
economy. 

The celebrations under¬ 
scored the hopes that many 
Iranians have pinned on the 
drawn-out talks. That public 
yearning for economic relief 
was crucial for winning moder¬ 
ate President Hassan Rouhani 
the breathing room to negoti¬ 
ate with Iran’s nemesis, the 
United States, over imposing 
limits on the nuclear program. 

A key question now will be 
whether powerful hardliners, 
including the elite Revolution¬ 
ary Guard, which has spoken 
staunchly against concessions 
on Iran’s nuclear ambitions, 
will acquiesce to the accord. 
They were largely silent Tues¬ 
day, most likely waiting to see 
the stance of the supreme lead¬ 
er, Ayatollah Ali Khamenei.

Harper Lee’s 
just-released 
novel depicts 
Finch as a bigot 


Shortly after sunrise Tuesday, 
the doors opened at the Old 
Courthouse Museum in Mon¬ 
roeville, Ala., and a bell tolled. 

In the hometown and resi¬ 
dence of Harper Lee, it was 
time to start a marathon read¬ 
ing of Go Set a Watchman, 
the book no one thought they 
would ever see from the au¬ 
thor of To Kill a Mockingbird. 

Lee fans worldwide stayed 
up late, woke early or dashed 
off during meal breaks to pick 
up a copy of the year’s most 
anticipated novel, Go Set a 
Watchman, which came out 
Tuesday after months of the 
most unusual pre-publication 
attention in memory. 

From the moment publish¬ 
er HarperCollins announced 
Watchman in early February, 
reactions of ecstatic disbelief 
have been shadowed by con¬ 
cerns about the book’s quality, 
the 89-year-old Lee’s involve¬ 
ment in the release and the 
jarring transformation of At- 
ticus Finch. 

“I don’t think it’s going to 
damage Harper Lee’s legacy,” 
Susan Sculhn, a reading teach¬ 
er in New York City, said of 
Watchman as she prepared 
to buy a copy at the Barnes & 
Noble in Manhattan’s Union 
Square. 

“It might damage Atticus 
Finch’s legacy, and that makes 
me a little nervous.” 

Booksellers from Cam¬ 
bridge, Mass., to Downers 


Grove, Ill., opened at midnight 
Tuesday, while Barnes & Noble 
stores began selling copies at 
7 a.m., two hours earlier than 
usual. Pre-orders have already 
made Go Set a Watchman one 
of the year’s top books and 
did not let up despite luke¬ 
warm reviews and the news 
that Finch, one of the all-time 
literary heroes, was a bigot in 
Watchman. 

Lee’s attorney, Tonja Carter, 
has said she came upon the 


Watchman manuscript last 
year while looking through 
some of the author’s papers. 
Watchman was written before 
Mockingbird but takes place 
20 years later in the 1950s. 

A grown-up Scout, now liv¬ 
ing in New York, is visiting her 
native Maycomb, Ala., and ob¬ 
serving a community terrified 
by the Supreme Court’s recent 
ruling that school segregation 
was unconstitutional. 

Scout is shaken when 


among those joining the racist 
mob is the man who in Mock¬ 
ingbird stood against it: her 
father, Atticus. 

“I’m nervous,” said Cher 
Caldwell, a 43-year-old Eng¬ 
lish teacher from Kentucky. 
“I’m reserving opinion, but I’m 
ready to be mad. He’s the epit¬ 
ome of the moral compass.” 

At the Waterstones book¬ 
store in London’s Piccadilly 
Circus, shoppers used their 
lunch hour Tuesday to pick up 
copies of Go Set a Watchman. 
Some said they planned it to be 
their holiday reading, others 
said they wanted to know more 
about the beloved characters 
in To Kill a Mockingbird.

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Twitter stock up on fake story 


DETROIT 

Artist faces charges over graffiti 


Twitter’s stock briefly spiked 
on Tuesday after a fake stoiy 
said the short messaging ser¬ 
vice received a $31 billion (all 
figures U.S.) buyout offer. 

Although the hoax involves 
a knockoff news website set 
up by a secret owner target¬ 
ing a social media company 
with a $24 billion market cap, 
experts said the events look 
like a modern twist on a stock 
scam as old as the markets 
themselves. 

The fake story, which cited 
“people with knowledge of the 
situation,” appeared on a web¬ 


site made to look like Bloom¬ 
berg’s business news page. 

The website was registered 
Friday, according to a search 
of the non-profit Internet Cor¬ 
poration for Assigned Names 
and Numbers, and the identity 
of the person or company who 
registered it is not publicly 
available. 

Bloomberg spokesman Ty 
Trippet says the stoiy is “fake 
and appeared on a bogus web¬ 
site that was not affiliated with 
Bloomberg.” 

Twitter Inc., based in San 
Francisco, did not comment. 


Twitter’s stock spiked 8.5 
per cent in late morning trad¬ 
ing before settling back down 
after the story was confirmed 
fake. The stock closed up 2.6 
per cent at $36.72. 

The report may have seemed 
believable because of Twitter’s 
recent struggles. 

The company went public 
in 2013, but it isn’t profitable 
and some investors are con¬ 
cerned about its user growth. 
As of Monday’s close, Twitter 
shares were down 31 per cent 
since April 27.

Graffiti artist Shepard Fairey 
pleaded not guilty Tuesday to 
charges that he illegally tagged 
buildings in Detroit. 

Fairey was charged in a war¬ 
rant last month with malicious 
destruction of property. Police 
say he caused about $9,000 
in damage to some buildings 
while completing commis¬ 
sioned works — including a 
large mural — on other struc¬ 
tures in the city. 

Fairey was arrested Tuesday 
and later appeared in court via 
video from a police lockup. He 
was expected to be released 


Tuesday after posting bond, 
according to the Detroit Free 
Press. The newspaper reported 
that Doug Baker, an attorney 
for the city, said Detroit is en¬ 
forcing laws against graffiti. 

“ ... We get people coming 
into the city that view it as a 
free-fire zone, that view it as 
a place where no one cares,” 
Baker said. “We’re changing 
that culture of belief.” 

Fairey completed a roughly 
56-metre by 18-metre mural in 
May on One Campus Martius in 
downtown Detroit. The work 
was financed by businessman 


Dan Gilbert’s Bedrock Real Es¬ 
tate Services, which owns the 
building. The artist also vis¬ 
ited with Detroit high school 
students and showed them 
examples of his work. 

But graffiti similar to Fairey’s 
style also was found on other 
structures, including a water 
tower, buildings and freeway 
underpasses. 

Fairey was arrested last week 
at Los Angeles International 
Airport and later released. He 
returned to Detroit on Monday 
to face the charges.

Jail’s mistake 
allowed Roof 
tobuygun

Clerical error 
prevented FBI 
from flagging 
his request 

The FBI and a county sheriffs 
department agency promise to 
review a series of mistakes that 
allowed church shooting suspect 
Dylann Roof to buy a gun he 
shouldn’t have been allowed to. 

Lexington County Sheriff Jay 
Koon told The Associated Press 
on Monday that a clerk at his jail 
entered the incorrect location 
of Roof’s drug arrest in Febru¬ 
ary. That meant an FBI exam¬ 
iner using records from a state 
database couldn’t find the de¬ 
tails about the arrest when Roof 
wanted to buy a gun. 

The background check found 
nothing after three days and Roof 
was allowed to buy the .45-cali- 
bre handgun used in the June 
17 shooting at Emanuel African 
Methodist Episcopal Church. 

The jail discovered mistakes 


two days after Roofs drug arrest, 
but the change wasn’t corrected 
in the state police database of ar¬ 
rests. So when an FBI examiner 
pulled Roof’s records in April, 
she called the wrong agency. 

FBI Director James Comey on 
Friday promised a full review 
when he said Roof should have 
never been allowed to buy the 
gun. The sheriff on Monday also 
promised he was making chan¬ 
ges that would flag discrepancies 
like the one that appeared to let 
Roof slip through the cracks. 

The FBI allows a gun sale if 
it can’t give a definitive answer 
about whether someone can buy 
the gun after three days, which 
is what happened in Roof’s case. 
The FBI examiner knew Roof had 
an arrest record, but couldn’t 
find the documents. 

In 2014, the FBI reported about 
two per cent of background 
checks end with the FBI not get¬ 
ting enough information and 
failing to give an answer. Offi¬ 
cials said they do about 58,000 
checks on a typical day, handled 
by about 500 people at a call cen¬ 
tre.

NAACP wants Confederate symbols removed 


The president of the Atlanta 
NAACP says the civil rights 
group wants Confederate sym¬ 
bols — including a giant carving 
at Stone Mountain Park — re¬ 
moved from all government- 
owned property and plans to 
pursue making those changes 
during the next legislative ses¬ 
sion. 

Some who support flying the 
Confederate battle flag say the 
symbol represents Southern 
heritage and pride in Civil War- 


era leaders. However, Atlanta 
NAACP President Richard Rose 
and others have argued the flag 
is a divisive symbol and white 
supremacy is at the heart of 
the heritage the flag celebrates. 

The Confederate battle flag 
has come under renewed scru¬ 
tiny in the weeks since nine 
black church-goers were fatal¬ 
ly shot during Bible study in 
Charleston, S.C. 

Dylann Storm Roof, a white 
man who was photographed 


with the flag several times, is 
charged in the shooting deaths 
and authorities are investigat¬ 
ing the killings as a hate crime. 

Stone Mountain — roughly 
24 kilometres east of downtown 
Atlanta — features a giant carv¬ 
ing of Jefferson Davis, who was 
president of the Confederacy of 
secessionist, pro-slaveiy south¬ 
ern states in the 1861-1865 
American Civil War, and Con¬ 
federate generals Robert E. Lee 
and Thomas (Stonewall) Jackson. 


The white supremacist Ku Klux 
Klan also once held notorious 
cross-burnings and organiza¬ 
tional meetings there. 

Calls to eliminate use of the 
Confederate batde flag and other 
symbols since the Charleston 
massacre have prompted chan¬ 
ges in several states. South Caro¬

The kind of tunnel that led Mex¬ 
ico’s most powerful drug lord to 
freedom would have been more 
than a year in planning. 

The digging would have 
caused noise. The entrance 
would have to be in a place be¬ 
yond the view of security cam¬ 
eras at Mexico’s toughest prison. 

As authorities hunted Monday 
for any sign of Mexico’s most 
powerful drug lord, it was clear 
that Joaquin (El Chapo) Guz¬ 
man’s escape must have involved 
inside help on a grand scale. 

Interior Secretaiy Miguel An¬ 
gel Osorio Chong said as much 
Monday night. He announced 
that three prison officials had 
been fired, including Valentin 
Cardenas, director of the facility 
known as Altiplano, a maximum- 
security prison 90 kilometres 
west of Mexico City. 

“They had something or a lot 
to do with what happened, and 
that’s why we made that deci¬ 
sion,” Osorio Chong said. 

The prison has the same high- 
security standards as those in 
the U.S. and Canada, he said, 
and Guzman was given extra 
surveillance, including a track¬ 
ing bracelet, although it worked 
only inside the prison. 

Osorio Chong said the 1.5-kilo-

metre tunnel had been dug 19 
metres below the surface and 
called it a “high-tech” breach of 
the prison’s extensive security 
measures, including 750 cameras 
and 26 security filters. 

A tunnel of such sophistica¬ 
tion — with lights, air venting 
and a customized motorcycle 
rigged up on a rail line—would 
normally take 18 months to 
two years to complete, said Jim 
Dinkins, former head of Immi¬ 
gration and Customs Enforce¬ 
ment’s Homeland Security In¬ 
vestigations. 

“When it’s for the boss, 
you probably put that on high 
speed,” he said. 

If anyone was capable of pull¬ 
ing off such a feat, it was Guz¬ 
man, who is believed to have at 
least a quarter-centuiy of experi¬ 
ence in building large, sophisti¬ 
cated tunnels to smuggle drugs 
under the U.S.-Mexico border 
and to escape from hideouts as 
authorities closed in.

Ritual dip 
turns deadly 
as panic grips 
thousands 

At least 27 people were killed 
and dozens injured Tuesday in 
a stampede during a Hindu reli¬ 
gious bathing festival on a river 
bank in southern India. 

The stampede occurred in 
Andhra Pradesh state as tens 
of thousands of people pushed 
forward to bathe in the Goda¬ 
vari River on the first day of the 
Pushlcaralu festival, said Aran 
Kumar, a state administrator. 

The stampede was triggered 
by some pilgrims who were hy¬ 
ing to retrieve their shoes, which 
had fallen off in the rash to the 
river bank, police said. 

Kumar said the incident, 
which occurred in the town of 
Rajahmundry, happened not 
long after the 12-day bathing 
festival started in the early mor¬ 
ning hours. 


Andhra Pradesh’s chief min¬ 
ister, Chandrababu Naidu, said 
27 people died in the stampede. 
Another 34 people were hospit¬ 
alized with injuries, Kumar said. 

Thousands of pilgrims, rid¬ 
ing in buses, trains and other 
vehicles, started reaching the pil¬ 
grimage centre two days ahead 
of the festival. 

Festival participants believe a 
bath in the river can rid them of 
their sins, and many believe it 
is more auspicious to bathe on 
the festival’s first day. 

“There is a false belief that 
taking a holy dip in the river 
on the first day of the festival 
will be more auspicious,” said 
Swamy Swaroopanand, a Hindu 
holy man. “It’s the same as tak¬ 
ing dip on any other day.”

V. Satyanarayana, a pilgrim 
who was at the site, said the stam¬ 
pede lasted nearly 20 minutes. 

“It was a frightening situation, 
with women and children crying 
for help,” he said. “The police¬ 
men on duty were helpless and it 
took more than an hour to bring 
the situation under control.” 

Relatives wailed and cried for 
help over the bodies of victims. 
Some pilgrims said ambulances 
were slow to reach the site be¬ 
cause the roads were clogged 
with people. 

Indian Prime Minister Naren- 
dra Modi expressed grief over 
the tragedy, tweeting that he 
was “deeply pained” by it. 

Rajahmundry is 450 kilo¬ 
metres east of Hyderabad, the 
joint capital of Andhra Pradesh 
and Telangana state. 

About 24 million people are 
expected to take part in the 
festival at vaiying points along 
the Godavari River, which flows 
through the two states.

Greece desperately tries to sell austerity

The Greek government launched 
a frantic 24-hour effort Tuesday 
to push more austerity meas¬ 
ures through parliament and 
meet demands from European 
creditors as it faced mounting 
anger at home. 

The belt-tightening measures, 
which include pension cuts and 
higher sales tax rates on eveiy- 
thmg from condoms to race hors¬ 
es, were agreed upon with euro¬ 
zone leaders to prevent Greece’s 
economy from collapsing, and as 
part of a planned third bailout 
worth 85 billion euros. 

The new measures mean 
economically-battered Greeks 
will have to pay more for most 
goods and services by the end 
of the week. 

Hardliners in Prime Minister 
Alexis Tsipras’ own Syriza party 
were in open revolt, and unions 
and trade associations repre¬ 


senting civil servants, municipal 
workers, pharmacy owners and 
others called or extended strikes 
to coincide with Wednesday’s 
parliamentaiy vote. Energy Min¬ 
ister Panagiotis Lafazanis said 
lead eurozone lender Germany 
and its allies had acted like “fi¬ 
nancial assassins” by forcing 
the deal on Athens, and urged 


Tsipras to reject it. 

“The deal is unacceptable,” 
Lafazanis said in a statement. “It 
may pass through parliament... 
but the people will never accept 
it and will be united in their 
fight against it.” 

In an interview on state TV, 
Tsipras said he would not step 
down, despite the open dissent 


within his own cabinet and 
party. “I will not ran away from 
my responsibilities,” he said. 

He also criticized the deal, 
but said it was the best Greece 
could get. 

“The policies imposed on us 
were irrational,” Tsipras said. 
“We faced a tough and punitive 
position from our partners... But 
the (agreement) does offer a way 
out of the crisis.” 

Pro-European opposition par¬ 
ties have pledged support for the 
bailout bills, but Tsipras could 
lose his parliamentaiy majority. 

On Tuesday, the International 
Monetary Fund said Greece’s 
finances were more dire than 
previously reported, and its “debt 
can now only be made sustain¬ 
able through debt refief meas¬ 
ures that go far beyond what 
Europe has been willing to con¬ 
sider SO far.” THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


A 16-year-old girl told a 911 dis¬ 
patcher “I was the only one that 
survived” after the small plane 
she was a passenger in crashed 
in the mountains of north-central 
Washington. 

Autumn Veatch was picked 
up by a driver Monday after she 
hiked through a thick forest to 
safety in what a rescuer called 
a miracle. 

In the 911 call released Tues¬ 
day, Veatch told the dispatcher 
she’d been flying from Kalispell, 
Mont., to Bellingham, Wash. She 
said she had “a lot of bums on 
my hands, and I’m like kind of 
covered in bmises and scratches.” 

Veatch was travelling with 
her step-grandparents when the 
plane crashed Saturday. Okan¬ 
ogan County Sheriff Frank Rogers 
said Leland and Sharon Bowman 


of Marion, Mont., were killed. 

“She said they were flying in 
the clouds, and in an instant, it 
opened up and there was the 
mountain, and they crashed into 
the trees,” Rogers said Tuesday. 

Veatch told authorities she 
stayed at the crash site for a day 
before deciding to hike down, 
eventually finding a trail and 
following it to a highway. 

She was picked up Monday 
and taken to a store where em¬ 
ployees called 911. 

“It’s a miracle, no question 
about it,” Lt. Col. Jeffrey Lusticlc 
of the Civil Air Patrol told repor¬ 
ters. “Moments of joy like this 
can be hard to find.” 

Her father, David Veatch told 
reporters that his daughter was 
exhausted but doing remarkably

Mall to reopen 
alter attack 


NAIROBI 

Al-Shabab 
strike killed 
67 nearly two 
years ago 

Nairobi’s Westgate Mall is to 
reopen Saturday, nearly two years 
after it was attacked by Somalia’s 
Islamic extremist rebels who 
killed at least 67 people, Kenyan 
officials said Tuesday. 

The mall has been extensively 
refurbished since the devastating 
four-day siege. 

The violence erupted on Sept. 
21,2013 when four Islamic mil¬ 
itants entered the mall and fired 
on shoppers. Kenyan police and 
army responded hours later and 
the gunmen held the building 
for four days. The four attackers 
are believed to have died from 
smoke inhalation from a fire 
that collapsed part of the roof. 

The mall was left in shambles, 
with bullet-scarred walls, shat¬ 
tered windows, flooded floors 
and bloodstains. Kenyan army 
soldiers were also accused of 
looting shops. 

Kenya has rebounded from 
the violence, said Nairobi Gov¬ 


ernor Evans Kidero, who toured 
the mall on Tuesday. 

“The indomitable Kenyan spir¬ 
it prevailed, they didn’t break 
our spirit,” Kidero said. Every 
business that had a shop in the 
mall is back, Kidero said. 

Shoppers should turn out Sat¬ 
urday for the mail’s reopening, 
said Kidero. Nairobi is safe and 
U.S. President Barack Obama’s 
upcoming visit is testament to 
Kenya’s security, he said. The 
U.S. State Department this week 
issued a travel warning to its cit¬ 
izens that extremists could tar¬ 
get the upcoming Global Entre¬ 
preneurship Summit in Nairobi 
later this month, which will be 
attended by Obama. 

One of those returning to the 
mall will be Charlse Kimondo, a 
worker at the Nakumatt Super¬ 
market in the mall. On the day 
of the attack he was in a store¬ 
room when he heard gunshots 
and screams. He escaped but 
was shocked by the bloodbath. 
Counselling sessions helped him 
deal with the ordeal and return 
to work. 

Al-Shabab said the Westgate at¬ 
tack was in retaliation for Kenya 
sending troops to Somalia in 
2011 to fight the Islamic extrem¬ 
ist rebels, the associated press

A new poll suggests policy¬ 
makers should have little 
fear of Canadians taking 
on more debt if the Bank 
of Canada moves to lower 
interest rates today. 

The poll, issued by the 
Canadian Imperial Bank of 
Commerce, found that 93 
per cent of respondents 
said they were unlikely to 
increase their borrowing if 
rates drop, the Canadian press 


CIBC analyst Robert Sedran 
suggested a 25-basis-point cut 
in the central bank’s overnight 
rate could be followed by only a 
10-basis-point reduction in the 
prime rate by the big banks. 

“Either way, we would not 
expect an overnight rate cut to 
be met with a full reduction in 
bank prime rates,” Sedran wrote 
in a report Tuesday on the eve of 
the Bank of Canada announce¬ 
ment that is hotly anticipated 
amid concerns the economy is 
in a recession. 

If the Bank of Canada cuts 
interest rates, it will be an ef¬ 
fort to jump-start the economy 
by making it cheaper to borrow 
money. 

But a cut by the central bank 
won’t automatically trigger a 
similar cut in the prime rate 
— currently 2.85 per cent — at 
the country’s big banks. 

Moves in the prime rate affect 
variable-rate mortgages as well 
as home equity lines of credit. 

When the Bank of Canada un¬ 
expectedly cut the rate in Janu¬ 
ary by a quarter of a percentage 
point, the big banks cut their 
prime rates by 0.15 — but only 
after a week of hand-wringing 
about what to do. 


Mortgage broker Frank Na- 
politano said if the banks don’t 
pass on the full amount in the 
event that the Bank of Canada 
once again opts to cut its key 
interest rate, they will face the 
wrath of angry borrowers. 

“With the pressure that was 
put on them in January, they 
have to give back the quarter 
point,” said Napolitano, manag¬ 


ing partner at Mortgage Brok¬ 
ers Ottawa. 

The central bank is expected 
to cut its outlook for economic 
growth this year from its April 
forecast of 1.9 per cent. 

When the central bank cut 
the key rate in Januaiy, it ex¬ 
plained it was buying “insur¬ 
ance” for the economy in the 
face of falling oil prices. 


The damage done by the drop 
in oil has been more punishing 
than many expected, and the 
economy contracted in each of 
the first four months of the year. 

However, economists predict 
the economy will rebound in the 
second half of the year, adding 
clout to arguments that the Bank 
of Canada should keep rates on

Droughts pose a slow, 
certain threat to Canada

We finally got the rain we 
wanted in Vancouver this 
past weekend. After weeks of 
drought conditions, the city 
was thirsty. It’s just a taste of 
the drought effects the whole 
country has been feeling — 
an effect of climate change 
that will likely become the 
norm across Canada over the 
next few decades. 

Drought is a slow but cer¬ 
tain environmental, econom¬ 
ic, social and public health 
threat that Canadians must 
take measures to adapt to. 
Government, the private sec¬ 
tor and individuals need to 
think ahead and be prepared 
for its many effects. 

One of the most immedi¬ 
ately scaiy risks of drought 
is fire — the reason Vancou¬ 
verites were praying for rain 
last weekend. The hundreds 
of wildfires across the prov¬ 


ince were making the city’s 
air quality more like that of 
smoggy Beijing. The coun- 
tiy’s snow pack, which feeds 
our fresh water supply, is 
about five per cent of normal 
thanks to an unseasonably 
dry spring, turning our bor¬ 
eal forests into kindling. 

The rest of Canada is feel¬ 
ing the heat, too. Alberta has 
experienced more than a 
thousand wildfires since the 
beginning of 2015, already up 
from the annual average of 
710. Wildfires don’t just drive 
people from their homes and 
cause environmental damage. 
The smoke can have serious 
health effects. 

Drought conditions are a 
health concern even without 
wildfires in the picture. The 
lack of rain across Canada 
will increase fine particulate 
matter in the air we breathe, 
including dirt, pollen and air 
pollution, affecting eveiy- 
one’s health. Those who 
spend a lot of time outside 
— bike commuters, home¬ 
less people — and those who 


suffer from asthma or other 
pulmonaiy health condi¬ 
tions will be particularly af¬ 
fected. California’s four-year 
drought is already causing 
health problems due to poor 
air quality. Canadian cities 
could see the same issues, 
and need to be ready to act 
next time an air quality issue 
arises — providing citizens 
with information on how 
to protect themselves, and 
even handing out face masks 
when needed. 

Canada also needs to be 
ready to respond to increas¬ 
ing food prices. Drought and 
wildfires in recent years are 
threatening to stunt crops 
across the prairies, affecting 
rural economies and driving 
up crop prices. This is exacer¬ 
bated by falling food produc¬ 
tion out of other regions also 
impacted by drought, particu¬ 
larly California. 

Drought affects fish stocks, 
too. The reduced Canadian 
snow pack is depriving B.C. 
salmon of the waterways 
they need to spawn. 


California's 
four-year drought 
is already causing 
health problems 
due to poor air 
quality. Canadian 
cities could see the 
same issues. 

The provincial and federal 
governments should be ready 
to respond, perhaps with 
financial incentives for farm¬ 
ers who grow crops that are 
more drought resistant, and 
support for low-income indi¬ 
viduals when food prices rise. 

We need to change our 
habits and policies, at the 
personal and society levels, 
to adapt to drought and its 
effects in the coming years. 
Let’s start thinking ahead 
now.

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Here's proof of the 
government's lack 
of faith in Muslims 



It was a ludicrous idea. 

Last week, a senate report 
on terrorism suggested the 
government help train and 
certify Canadian imams. 

Imagine the same call 
aimed at priests or rabbis. 

But that was only one of 25 
recommendations in a report 
that seems written by hand- 
wringing outsiders huddled at 
the door of the Muslim faith, 
peering in through a keyhole. 

If we needed a document to 
prove our government's lack 
of ties to, and understanding 
of, Muslim Canadians, we now 
have one. 

Take, for instance, the Can¬ 
adian Council of Imams. 

The council represents 
approximately 200 Muslim 
leaders across this country 
— a vast majority, as member 
Imam Shaykh Yusuf Badat told 
me. The group believes the re¬ 
port is deeply lacking in input 
from the Muslim community, 
and thus is deeply flawed, he 
said. 

The council is only men¬ 
tioned once, in a sentence 
noting that it disagrees with 
the conclusion that mosques 
are a source of radicalization. 
(Perhaps senators missed the 
news that 38 Canadian imams 
issued a fatwa against ISIS fol¬ 
lowers in March, denouncing 
them as non-Muslim). 

Out of 58 witnesses, the 
committee spoke to just two 
imams, giving them equal 
voice to the Canada Revenue 
Agency. 


The report recommends 
the government work with 
Muslims to "create an effective 
counter-narrative" to terrorist 
ideology. Meanwhile, Muslims 
have been in the business of 
discrediting terrorist propa¬ 
ganda since 9/11, Badat said. 

But there is a wider tone- 
deafness toward Canadian 
Muslims. 

"This year was the first time 
our prime minister held an 
Iftar (Ramadan feast) event," 
Badat noted. "He hasn't been 
to a single Muslim Sunni 
event, and Sunni Muslims are 
majority in Canada." 

Badat pointed to the niqab 
ban at citizenship ceremonies. 
Bill C-51 and the new second- 
class status of dual citizens. 

"All these bills lately, they 
seem to be fear-mongering 
against the Muslim commun¬ 
ity," he said. "God knows best, 
are they deliberately doing 
this, or are they generally 
ignorant?" 

And yet Badat is not 
discouraged by anti-Muslim 
sentiment. He believes most 
Canadians see the vast differ¬ 
ence between Islam and ter¬ 
rorism. But even if that's true, 
the Senate report could only 
have been written above a low 
hum of Islamophobia. 

And since fear is born of 
ignorance, now would be a 
good time to admit you know 
next to nothing about Islam. 
Then ask yourself: Who's a 
better teacher? The govern¬ 
ment, or Muslims themselves?

Yesterday, NASA’s New Horizons 
space probe was due to arrive at 
the end of the solar system, intent 
on grabbing the first-ever up-close 
images of Pluto, ending 85 years of 
mysterious speculation about the icy 
globe. Daily Planet host Dan Rislcin 
was lucky enough to be invited into

we’re finally getting a glimpse of 
it. In our lifetime, there just aren’t 
going to be many moments like 
this — where we get our first look 
at something that we’ve always 
known about (but never seen).” 


Pluto is the only planet (OK, now former planet) in our solar 
system discovered by an American. Astronomer Clyde 
Tombaugh spotted the dot in 1930. The name came from 
a British schoolgirl, Venetia Burney, then 11, based on 
the mythological god of the underworld. Tombaugh 
died at age 90 in 1997, nine years before New Hor¬ 
izons took flight. A bit of his ashes is on board and 
his two children, now in their 70s, were at the mis¬ 
sion operations centre for Tuesday's celebration.

Just seven months after New Horizons rock¬ 
eted away from Cape Canaveral, Fla. in 2006, the Inter¬ 
national Astronomical Union declassified Pluto as the 
ninth planet for technical reasons. Instead, it became 
a dwarf planet. New Horizons scientists, as well as 
NASA's leaders, are hoping the new pictures will re¬ 
store Pluto's planet status.

DISTANCE FROM SUN 

Forget the shades 


Pluto is so far from the sun — between 2.8 billion 
and 4.6 billion miles — that twilight reigns. At high 
noon on Pluto, it looks as though it would be dawn 
or dusk on Earth. It takes 248 years for Pluto to orbit 
the sun. Thus, it's only made it about one-third of the 
way around the sun since its discovery in 1930. Every 
so often, Neptune's orbit exceeds Pluto's, putting Nep 
tune slightly farther out.

Pluto is the biggest object in the icy Kuiper Belt, also 
known as the third zone after the inner rocky plan¬ 
ets and outer gaseous giants. The Kuiper Belt is full 
of comets and other small frosty objects. It's named 
after the late Dutch-American astronomer Gerard 
Kuiper, who proposed a bevy of small bodies beyond 
Neptune back in the 1950s. The New Horizons team 
hopes to go after a smaller Kuiper Belt object following 
the Pluto flyby, provided a mission extension is approved.

On Jim Gaffigan’s new com¬ 
edy series, The Jim Gaffigan 
Show, the popular standup 
comic plays a comic named 
Jim Gaffigan. 

Like the real Jim Gaffigan, 
he’s married to Jeannie, an at¬ 
tractive woman he readily ad¬ 
mits is out of his league (played 
by Ashley Williams). They, plus 
their five children, are squeezed 
into a two-bedroom walk-up on 
Manhattan’s Lower East Side. 

On the show (which pre¬ 
mieres tonight at 10 p.m. EDT 
on TV Land) Jeannie is cool, ca¬ 
pable and kooky, which makes 
her perfect for Jim, who reigns 
as a serial bumbler with a food 
fixation. 

All autobiographical? Check, 
check, check, says Gaffigan. 

“I DON’T know what I’m do¬ 
ing! I’m NOT pretending!” he 
declares, his voice taking flight 
into his trademark squawk for 
emphasis. 

With his droll summation, 


Gaffigan has dipped into his 
standup act, which explores 
his version of the Freudian Id 
(which, left to its own devices, 
he argues, “would have us lying 
in bed eating bacon all day”). 

As the co-creators, co-produ¬ 
cers and co-writers of their new 
show, the Gaffigans have made 
sure it captures their uniquely 
dizzy world and comic vision. 

Things were different 15 
years ago with Gaffigan’s first 
series, a CBS comedy named

Welcome To New York. Jeannie, 
whom Jim had started dating 
a few months earlier, agreed 
to be his acting coach. But he 


had minimal input in shaping 
his character. 

“I couldn’t even pitch lines,” 
he recalls. “The executive pro¬ 
ducers would tell me, ‘I don’t 
know if your character would 
say that,’ even though I was 
playing someone named Jim 
Gaffigan!” 

Welcome to New York had 
a swift demise, but his acting 
career flourished, with appear¬ 
ances on Ed, That 70s Show and 
My Boys, but such supporting 


roles tied him down with little 
screen time to show for it — 
and scant creative freedom. 

“There’s nothing that com¬ 
pares to the control of stand- 
up,” he says. “Working for an 
hour-and-a-half a night, you get 
rather spoiled, especially with 
a growing family. I could eat 
dinner with our kids and then 
go to work.” 

But network interest in an 
autobiographical sitcom led 
Jim and Jeannie to reconsider 
series TV. It just might work: 
A self-portrait of their family, 
steeped in New York’s chaos 
as they scrambled to stay true 
to their Midwestern values — 
including their Catholic faith. 

“It’s an important element in 
our lives,” says Jeannie. And it 
provides more grist for the com¬ 
ic mill, as in the episode when 
Jim by chance is photographed 
clutching a Bible, which he fears 
will jeopardize his comedy cred. 

The project found a home at 
TV Land, where The Jim Gaffi¬ 
gan Show now becomes part 
of that network’s new, hipper 
initiative (also evidenced by 
Impastor, which debuts after 
Gaffigan’s show). 

“At TV Land, we could do 
exactly the show we wanted to 
do,” Jim says, the associated press

The new Hugh Jackman movie 
could have been called Wolver¬ 
ine Goes to Ethiopia. 

Instead, the documentaiy of 
Jackman’s trip to the African 
country to raise awareness 
about the benefits of fair trade 
coffee and ethical consumption 
is called Dulcale’s Dream and 
debuted on iTunes yesterday. 

The story began six years 
ago when Jackman and his wife 
Deborra-Lee Furness teamed 
with World Vision as ambassa¬ 
dors. On their first trip to Ethi¬ 
opia they met a coffee farmer 
named Dulcale, a man who 
would inspire them person¬ 
ally and professionally. 

“When we met Dulcale there 
was definitely a sense that he 
and Hugh had a great and im¬ 


mediate connection,” says the 
film’s director Josh Rothstein. 

“There is just something 
about his personality and 
Hugh’s personality. By default 
they both lead with smiles and 
warmth. There is something 
amazing about watching these 
two people from such different 
cultures just having this im¬ 
mediate connection. They both 
got a kick out of each other.” 

The connection made with 
this Ethiopian farmer deep¬ 
ened Jackman’s commitment 
to using his fame to raise 
awareness for fair trade cof¬ 
fee. “He’s well aware he has 
that profile and that’s part 
of what we document,” says 
Rothstein, “his sense of a re¬ 
sponsibility. Of saying, ‘I have 
this profile, what do I want to 
do with it?”’ 

Dulcale’s Dream is part of 
the mission but, as the film 
shows us, Jackman also put 
his money where his mouth 
is with the establishment 
of Laughing Man, a coffee 
company that only sells fair 
trade coffee and tea — prod¬ 
ucts farmed using ecologically 
friendly methods and sold for 
the benefit of the farmer and 
consumer, including coffee 


that comes directly from Du- 
lcale’s farm. 

All Jackman’s profits are 
donated to the Laughing Man 
Foundation, which supports 
educational programs, com¬ 
munity development and 
entrepreneurs around the 


world. 

Laughing Man demonstrates 
how consumers can be directly 
linked to the coffee chain to 
create jobs and better lives 
for people the world over, but 
Rothstein hopes the film opens 
eyes as well. 


“I’d love to be able to look 
back and say the film really 
helped to move the needle in 
the space of making coffee a 
one hundred per cent sustain¬ 
able commodity,” he says. 

“It has such a profound im¬ 
pact on global poverty and 


the environment. (We) can 
impact various industries with 
(our) purchase choices. That 
is the larger agenda. I think it 
is possible and I think there is 
something contagious about 
the idea that in our everyday 
lives we have power.”

The Ford Focus Electric is an 
ideal electric vehicle (EV) for 
those who want to ease into 
the electrical revolution. 

It is based on, and looks 
identical to, the gas-powered 
Focus five-door hatchback. 

Driving feel also leans to¬ 
ward what petroleum users 
know and love. 

The C-platform it shares 
with all Focus models makes 
Focus Electric a bit heavier 
than the Nissan Leaf plat¬ 
form, which was conceived 
exclusively for EV use. The 
extra weight meant Ford also 
had to go with a bigger bat¬ 
tery, which added even more 
weight. Net result: The EV has 
a credible, though not great, 
120-lcilometre range. 

Also biting into range is a 
cooling and heating system for 
the battery, and an air-condi¬ 
tioning system that seems to 
have a big appetite for elec¬ 
tricity. 

The motor is hooked up 
to a single-speed transmis¬ 
sion, which makes the super 
smooth electrical experience 
even smoother. 

The overall effect is a solid 


and secure-feeling small car, 
with the quiet refinement and 
initial acceleration launch 
of a big V8 or V6-powered 
sedan. At higher speeds the 
motor’s limitations show up, 
but around town, it’s a win¬ 
ner. 

A high level of content fur¬ 
thers the upscale feeling. This 
thing’s got everything: high- 
end stereo and navigation that 
responds to voice commands, 
backup camera, SiriusXM, Wi¬ 
Fi, 17-inch aluminum wheels, 
leather trim, and SmartGauge 
with EcoGuide instrument 
cluster. 

The latter helps you man¬ 
age your charging and coaches 
you to drive in a manner to get 
the most out of your charge. 
One of the things it does is 
display flying butterflies when 
you’re doing well. A bit cute, 
but anything that’s so visually 
easy to take in actually does 
work. Otherwise, you need to 
apply yourself to learn all the 
charging options, and learn 
the Ford MyTouch system, 
which is not state-of-the-art 
intuitive. 

The rear seats are just as ac¬ 
commodating at those found 
in regular Focus models, but 
the big battery seriously com¬ 
promises the cargo area. 

My daily commute is not 
long, but I do have one, and 
this Focus completed it all 
week, with some errand 
running, on one, overnight 
charge. And it did all its elec¬ 
trical magic with a very “nat¬ 
ural” feel that didn’t need a 
lot of emotional adjustment 
on my part. 


DRIVING FORCE 

Drivers should heed signs of drowsiness

All drivers know they shouldn’t 
drink and drive, but not every¬ 
one realizes that being sleepy 
can be just as dangerous. If 
you’re drowsy behind the 
wheel, your steering and re¬ 
action time can potentially 
be just as poor as if you’re in¬ 
toxicated. 

“You can lose your ability 
to see signs, to see clearly, or 


to make effective decisions,” 
says Teresa Di Felice, direc¬ 
tor of driver training for CAA 
South Central Ontario. “A lot 
of things are happening on 
the road, and you might not 
respond in a timely manner to 
road conditions and driving.” 

A report by Canada’s Traffic 
Injury Research Foundation 
found that an estimated 26 per 
cent of all crashes involving in- 
juiy or death are due to driver 
fatigue. Another survey also 
found that about 60 per cent 
of Canadian drivers admitted 


to occasionally driving when 
they were too tired, while 15 
per cent said they had fallen 
asleep behind the wheel. 

Time to pull over 

Some of the danger signs in¬ 
clude difficulty focusing or 
keeping your eyes open; ex¬ 
cessive yawning or blinking; 
missing traffic signs or exits, 
or not remembering the last 
few kilometres you’ve driven; 
having wandering or discon¬ 
nected thoughts; drifting out 
of your lane; feeling restless or 


irritable; tailgating or hitting 
the brakes for no reason; or 
having trouble keeping your 
head up. 

“People just want to get to 
where they’re going, and they 
say they’re not going to stop,” 
Di Felice says. 

“If you’re on a highway and 
it’s a monotonous drive, it can 
(put you) in the mode of being 
drowsy because you’re not as 
visually stimulated. And every¬ 
one’s so busy and there’s lack 
of sleep. If you’re falling below 
that seven to nine hours of rec¬ 


ommended sleep for adults, or 
eight and a half to 10 for teen¬ 
agers, your mind and body will 
be tired,” Di Felice adds. 

Brake for breaks 

On a long drive, it’s recom¬ 
mended that you stop rough¬ 
ly every two hours for a 
10-minute break, which you 
should spend walking around 
the car and perhaps getting 
a caffeinated drink or some¬ 
thing light to eat, such as a 
piece of fruit. 

If you find you’re just too 


tired and don’t have anyone 
who can take the wheel, find 
a safe place to pull over and 
nap in the vehicle for 20 to 
40 minutes. 

Drowsiness can often be 
more of a problem when you’re 
closer to home, since the area 
is familiar and you’re not pay¬ 
ing as much attention. You’re 
also less likely to consider pull¬ 
ing over for a rest if your des¬ 
tination isn’t far away, but if 
you’re tired, resist the tempta¬ 
tion to push through, and take 
a break to stay safe.

New Alpine 
to feature

NEW CARS 

Renault 
to resurrect 
sporty brand 

Renault is to relaunch an Alp¬ 
ine program, with plans to re¬ 
lease a first model by the end 
of 2016, probably inspired 
by the Celebration show-car. 

Presented at Le Mans in 
France ahead of the pres¬ 
tigious 24-hour race last 
month, and then at Good- 
wood in England during the 
Festival of Speed, the Alpine 
Celebration bills itself as a 
sporty two-seater coupe in 
the spirit of the old compe¬ 
tition Alpines. 

The car stands out thanks 
to its relatively low profile, 
sloping, creased hood, sculpt¬ 
ed sides, distinctive rear win¬ 
dow and other design details, 
all clear echoes of models like 
the A110 that have featured 
so prominently in Alpine’s 
glorious history. 

According to industry 
press, the new car fore¬ 
shadows a future production 
model that will likely have a 
four-cylinder 1.8-litre gas en¬ 


gine pushing out between 250 
and 300hp and with a total 
weight of about 1.2 tonnes. 

This new Alpine could even 
roll out with different power 
units for different versions, 
making it a direct rival to 
cars such as the Alfa Romeo 
4C and the Lotus Elise. 

The first model, in the spir¬ 
it of the A110, could make 
its first appearance at the 
2016 Paris Auto Show and 
be commercialized shortly 
thereafter. Other Alpine pro¬ 
jects are also supposedly in 
the works, including an SUV. 

Founded in 1955 by Jean 
Redele, a manufacturer of 
racing and sports cars that 
used rear-mounted Renault 
engines, Alpine merged with 
Renault in 1965. Beyond its 
production cars, the brand 
made a name for itself in 
rallying, where it won the 
constructor’s championship 
in 1973, and also at the 24 
Hours of Le Mans, where the 
Renault Alpine dominated the 
race in 1978. 

Though the brand closed 
shop in 1995, the Alpine 
name made a comeback in 
2013 in endurance racing.

A large contingent of family and 
friends braved the rain to watch 
local rower Carling Zeeman dom¬ 
inate the competition.

It was also another multi-med¬ 
al day for Canada’s paddlers com¬ 
peting a few kilometres down 
the highway at the Welland Flat- 
water Centre. 

Zeeman, from nearby Cam¬ 
bridge, Ont., kicked things off 
for the rowers, winning the 
women’s sculls in seven min¬ 
utes 30.86 seconds, easily out¬ 
distancing Katherine McFetridge 
of the United States. 

“It was my plan to go out hard 
and stay out in front,” she said. 

That victory was followed with 
a gold medal in the women’s 
lightweight double sculls by Vic¬ 
toria’s Liz Fenje and Katherine 
Saules of Owen Sound, Ont. 

Fenje and Saules won with a 
time of 6:57.23. The held off a 
late charge from the Cubans, 
who took silver in 7:00.36.

Meanwhile, Grizzlies fans 
waited and worried, expres¬ 
sion their concern on sports 
talk shows. 

Unaware of the hand-wring¬ 
ing, Gasol did see a video by 
director Craig Brewer of Mem¬ 
phis urging the centre to re¬ 
turn, and the centre called the 
work “emotional.” The piece 
featured Justin Timberlake, a 
minority owner from the Mem¬ 
phis area, fans and teammates, 
including point guard Mike 
Conley, whose own long-term 
commitment was a major fac¬ 
tor in Gasol’s decision. 


“That kind of sealed the 
deal,” Gasol said of the guard 
considered his best friend on 
the team. 

Hundreds of fans and sup¬ 
porters turned out Tuesday 
and cheered when Gasol en¬ 
tered the news conference. 
General manager Chris Wal¬ 
lace pointed out the franchise 
never won a playoff game be¬ 
fore Gasol arrived. Now, the 
Grizzlies have 27 post-season 
victories, including a trip to 
the 2013 Western Conference 
final. Two of those wins came 
in the Western semifinals be¬ 
fore Memphis was ousted 4-2 
by the eventual champion 
Golden State Warriors. 

“This is a great day to be a 
Memphian and a Grizzly,” Wal¬ 
lace said, “as Marc Gasol’s long 
time presence on our team is 
now assured.” 

Fan Kyle Taylor held an illus¬ 
tration with Gasol in mata¬ 
dor regalia, a banner saying 
“Big Spain” above his head 
and his cape as the Tennessee 
state flag. 

“He’s like a local superhero,” 
Taylor said before Gasol signed 
the drawing. “The fact that he’s 
insanely tall helps.” 

Gasol sheepishly smiled 
through all of the attention. 

“To see all the attention is 
too much for me,” Gasol said. 
“I don’t deserve all this love 
that you guys have given me. 
At the end of the day, it’s not 
about me. It’s about making 
you guys proud.”
